Sır --The biennial report, showing the transactions of the Treasury 
Department of the Territory durmg, the past two years is herewith respect- 
fully presented. 

The receipts and expenditures have far exceeded those of any previous 
lke period in the history of Idaho In accordance with a law of the 
last session of the Legislature, one hundred thousand dollars was raised by 
the sale of Territorial bonds, and the money expended in the erection of a 
Capitol Building and an Insane Asylum 

It vives me pleasme to state that the old bonds of the act of 1875, 
$22,533 54 were paid at maturity, Dec. 1, 1885 

Unless a Territorial Board of Equalization be created there is danger 
«head, as we are very near the limit allowed by the special act of the last 
Congress. It 15 the opmion of those well informed 1n such matters that 
much property escapes assessment —that railroad property is not assessed 
as high as othe: property, and that the assessed valuation of the property 
of the Territory could be raised to Trinvry million dollars without mjury 
to any one, as the ad valorem tax could be correspondingly lowered This 
would give the Territory a margin for the carrying on of its necessary 
business 

Under present laws the Northern Pacific Railroad Company escapes 
taxation almost altogether An act ot Congress prohibits the conveyance 
of any granted lands to the company until the costs of surveying have been 
paid to the Government Until these costs are paid, the Government re- 
tains title as security, and the railroad neglects to pay these costs in order 
to prevent taxation The remedy lies with Congress and is of easy appli- 
cation If that body will take steps to enforce its liens for these costs of 
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survey by the sale of the land or by the forfeiture of the title, the treasury 
of the United States would soon be reimbursed for its expenses in making 
these surveys, and the Territory would be remitted to its appropriate right 
of taxation 

In Washington Territory the railroads pay a tax of two per cent. upon 
their gross earnings, making a revenue for that territory of about $75,000 
per annum. This law works splendidly in Washington Territory, and 
there is no good reason why it would not aid to materially increase the 
revenues, if enacted in'Idaho. : 

From the mountains and valleys of every section of our beautitul Ter- 
ritory, come reports of rapidly increasing prosperity. Our magnificent 
and health-giving climate and our varied resources -especially our mines 
—are attracting the attention of capital everywhere, aud Idaho is destined 
very soon to take the first rank among the wealth.producing Terri- 
tories. Carefully prepared data show the output from oui mines during 
1886 to reach the magnificent sum of $8,540,850, an merease of $3,040,850 
in one year. The estimated yield for 1887 1s 310,130,000.

‘The following estimate of the production of gold, silver and lead in 
Idalio during 1886, has been prepared by the Boise City National Bank 
and ıs approximately correct The addition of 10 per cent to the total is
